Madonna, which was sold 


for sixty-three thousand dollars 
by 


Prince Chigl of Italy and smuggled 
to England, has been purchased by P. 
A. B. Widener, the Philadelphia mil- 
lionaire and nows hangs in his country 
home at Elkins. 


The price paid is said to be some- 


thing like a hundred thousand dol- 
lars.

THE LEGISLATURE 


THREE IMPORTANT TOPICS FOR 


LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 


Primary Election Law Will Be Pushed 


by the Governor—It Will Mark a 
Hard Fight—Equalization of Taxa- 
tion and Reapportionment of State 
Next in Public Intere; t 


Madison, Nov. 19—The coming ses- 


sion of the legislature 
is likely to 


prove one of the. most important that 
has been held In Wisconsin for many 
years. Three questions of great im- 
portance are to be acted upon, to 
say nothing of hundreds of minor mat- 
ters, of interest simply to residents 
of the sections where they originate. 
Ftfrst of all in general interest will be 
the primary election bill. Next will 
be the equalization of taxation. Third 
Is the reapportionment of the state 
into congressional, senatorial and as- 
sembly districts. 


Either one alone would make an in- 


teresting session, but when the three 
are taken together it will be readily 
seen 'how important they will be to 
the political and material interests 
of the people of the state. 


La Follette the Leader, 


The primary election bill is some- 


thing to which the republican party 
through its platform declaration is 
committed, though this does not car- 
ry with it a certainity that it will be 
passed, even with the republicans ov- 
erwhelmingly in the majority in both 
houses. The platform two years ago 
declared for the same thing, but the 
legislature of 1899 did .not see fit to 
enact such a law. But there is a dif- 
ference between two years ago and 
now. Then the party adopted a plat- 
form in the interesets of harmony in 
which were many things which the 
majority of the party did not entire- 
ly SUbgcrPoe to. Among these -vas the 
primary election plan. 


This year the leader in the move- 


ment for the law 
is the governor- 


elect, and there is no doubt that all 
the influence toe can bring to bear 
will be brought out 
in its support.' 


This of itself will changs matters ma-• 
terially. Then the friends of the law 
have many more representatives in 
the legislature than 
they had two 


years ago, and the fight will be cor- 
respondingly sharper. But all this does 
not mean a primary election law will 
be passed. 
The chances are in its 


favor, it is true, but if it goes through 
it will only be the close of a hard 
fight. 


Equalization of Taxes. 


There are many who, while admit- 


ting the weak spots in the present 
system, have not brought themselves 
to .believe that the primary election 
is the medicine needed to purify thepo- 
litical body. The recent results of the 
election in Minneapolis have strength- 
ened them in that belief, and there is 
no doubt that the friends of the taw 
will have hard work overcoming the 
stubborn facts 
brought 
out in the 


northwestern city. Then there Is the 
probabilities of nominees under the 
primary election system not bfiing the 
nominees of a majority of tho party 
unless a second primary election is 
provided for, and that can hardly be 
thought of on account of the expense. 


On the other 'hand -there are many 


things to be said in favor of some such 
system, and it is safe to predict that 
every such argument will be worked 
to its fullest capacity during the ses- 
sion. 


The question of equalization of tax- 


es Is one that affects every taxpayer 
in the state. For years there has been 
a growing demand that the mater at" 
taxation be placed on a more equit- 
able basis. Tentative atempts have 
been made to meet the demand., but 
all have been crude because based on 
no exact knowledge.

Looked at in a general way, 
it cannot be seen where the republic- 
ans can change the apportionment to 
their benefit" politically, as they now 
have all the congressional districts by 
safe majorities, all but two of the sen- 
atoritl districts, and more than eight- 
tenths 
of 
the assembly 
districts. 


Nevertheless there will have to be 
changes on account of the redistribu- 
tion of population and other causes.

NOAH RAABY OLDEST 


MAN IN THE WORLD 


He Has Now Reached 128 Years, and 


Lives in the Poor House—A 


Queer Character. 


New York, Nov. 19.—Noah Raaby, 


an inmate of the poor house at Plain- 
field, N. J.,is 128 years old, and prob- 
ably the most aged man in tho morld. 
For thirty years he has been a charge 
of the county, but that does not seem 
a long time when it is remembered 
that old Noah did -not ask public char- 
ity until he was in his ninety-ninth 
year. 


He was bom in 1773 at Eatonton, in 


Gates county, North 
Carolina, his 


mother being a Carolinian and his 
father a full-blooded Indian Andrew 
Bass by name, which probably ac- 
counts for Raaby's longevity. "Uncle 
Noah," as the attendants and inmates 
of the poor bouse call him is much 
humored by his keepers. 
He never 


goes to bed, but uses a high backed 
rocking-chair for his slumbers. 
He 


does this because he is afraid of a 
ruc-h of blood to the brain. 
With the 


exception of the loss of sight which 
is total, he is normal in his f/iculties 
and seems to enjoy life. 
He smokes 


almost incessently. 
His 'hair is thin 


and almost snow white. 
The weight 


of his years -has bowed him double 
but his muscles are hard and strong 
He is not of large -stature, and weighs 
about 100 pounds. 


O*n pleasant summer days 
Uncle 


Noah walks about the yard and suns 
himself. 
He can distinctly remem 


ber all about the days of his childhood 
and his youth and prime, but has no 
interest m recent happenings. 
He 


has used alcohol and tobacco freelj 
for 120 years.

I would like to tell the people also 


why the amount 
paid to insurance 


companies in 1898 was so much less 
than in 1896, -but will pass it now.

DISFRANCHISING OF THE NEGRO. 


While the colored vote of the south 


has always been 
hampered, and in 


some of .the extreme southern states 
practically 
prohibited, the question 


has never excited the attention that it 
is likely to this year, on account of the 
•action that has been taken by the 
gulf states. William E. Curtis, in a 
recent letter to the Chicago Record, 
after calling 'attention 
to the four- 


teenth amendment to the constitution, 
says:

Peckham and Brewer dissenting, the 
latter iholding that the full control o 
inter-state commerce is vested in con 
gress.

If the provisions of the consti- 
tution are enforced, the south would 
lose fully one-half of her representa- 
tion in the house and also in the elec- 
toral college.

mean bitterness a-nd the opening of 
old wounds not fully healed. 


The fact that the negro race is ig- 


norant, and possibly a menace to the 
south,—which by force of circumstan- 
ces is his 'home,—is fully recogniz&tl 
by .the people of the north. Another 
fact is just as apparent, and that is 
.the desire throughout the north to 


abolish sectional lines and cultivate 
close and friendly relations with the 
white people of the south. Whether 
this can ever be done is an open ques- 
tion, that seems ?.s far from soUition 
as it did twenty-five years ago.

The negro of the south, several mil- 


lion strong, is with us to remain, as 
an inheritance of the civil war. He 
was given the right of suffrage as a 
necessity growing out of the war. He 
is not responsible 
for being here, 


and he can not be removed. Ha is not 
adapted to the northern climate, and 
.so -he will continue in the south. If 


. the educational provision is applied 


to him, as it. undoubtedly should be, 
it should be applied to all citizens, 
"both north and south, not by state, 
but by national enactment. That would 
mean compulsory education, not in 
theory, but in fact. 


:•• If the nation has reached 'A degree 
of intelligence and patriotism equal

without injustice to 


?the south or any other part of the 
country.

from Chicago to this city was to car- 
ry them overland. 
He immediately 


set about getting some liveryman to 
do the work. 


Mr. MacLean made him p. proposi- 


tion which he accepted and this morn- 
ing Frank Palmer, one of MacLean's 
drivers started on his long journey to 
Chicago and" return. 
The roads and 


weather are very much against making 
fast time and Palmer was instructed 
to take all the time necessary for the 
trip. 


Mr. MacLean figures that the jour- 


ney will take about a week under the 
existing circumstances.
